Much past werk has been devote! to the relationship between derocratia 
political values, persomlity, and interporsonal behavior. Boginning in 
1921, with Graham Wallas' book Tucan Eoture 33 


Politicos, writers such 43 
Davies (19633 1965), Almond ard Verba (1953), Lasswell (19303 1951), and 
Inkoles (19543 1961a, b) have linked psychological deprivation to tho 
acceptance of cortain political values.

Almost, 60% operate at the level of one of the lower deficiency 
needs or, heyond the stage of psycholegienl deprivation, at the level 
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of health whon motivaticn by solfenctualization crovth needs become 
ponalble. An additional 25% have no more than two baste noads. 

But perhaps mre inrortant than the ecarcity of gratification within 
tho peyohic economy is the nature of satisfactions when they appear. Az 
may be seen here, the deprivatiens are distributed unevenly throughout 
the sample, Wigh percentages (32.5%) of the noeds which are ezsential 
for survival in a asmple heavily biased tevard upper scefal and econcmte 
rank? support Maslow's assertion that psychological deprivation due to 
idack of gratification for needa, although exacerbated by objectively hareh 
sootoeconomie oontitiens, Je by no moans confined to individuals of lower 
SES.

Demosratic theory, “ith ite components of mituslity and equality, 
inplios the existense of individual righta, both social and political, in 
tho protection afforded to minorities. Ono min, ov a small group, nay 
not otand against his fellows, but if thesa others have internalized a 
viow of ran which grants to him the privileges reguired by the salf, his 
vights to survival, property, comer-life, liborty, and even the pursult 
of happlinesseetay stand without joopardy. 

Gough (1960, 1968) found a soctological continuum ranking roles to 
correspord to the contdnu of saxtual expoctancles or norms cperaticnalized 
in scores in Soolalisation as a personality variable. In tho present 
research, Gootalization differencoa botweon yacial groupo, with no Si ocne 
trols, wore elgnificant at the .CO03 lovel. However, with SUS contrvlied, 
differences hetwoon Scelalisation sccres for nonblack and black groups no 
longer reach aignificance; difforences may not be attritutable to race.

Among the upporemiddle class, mostly nonmblack subjeeta who attond

We have, nonetheless, used a now instrument (the IPD) which has 
tentatively beon shown to have somo predictive power te dosertbe potonidally 
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enacted valuese-values which cultural aid situational factors may bring 
into play. Zf subsequent roscarch supports the filings hore precented, 
thore will be widespread and sericus implications for social education. 
If contimuing, formal, iratituiional soclalization, however reinforced, 
will not alone imiuce domuccratic valuosa, wo suct find another answer, an 
answor which samy lie in an onvironmont vhich is deliberately plannod, as

If the antocedents of democratic values aro indood the eatisfaction 
of those needs, and a major objective of the school is demooratioc political 
socialization, the school mint bo propared to contribute fay more than it 
hag in the past to the gratification of these noeds.

Wilhelm Wundt haa vritten of the "psychic inequivalenca of soclal 
facts." Domeratic values and behavior are doperdent upon tha developnont 
of a porconality which makes important and caliont those valuos whon they 
ars taught. For the child to be a deacerat, he must bo capable of becoming 
cndable to utilize what he learns. Clearly, no conflict exists betwoon 
substantive or ekillelearning aims ard gosls of personality growth or 
montal. hoalth in the child. elthor can be achleved without the other. 
Cognitive and affective processes, asto have asen, interact intinately 
with personality variables, and intelloctual development and the epigenosia 
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ef temooratic veluca are functions of the nature of schonl, as well as 


other, life environwuts.
